To AUGUSTUS D. AYLING, ADJUTANT 


GENERAL, 
S»m:—The 
resident of the United 


Slates, pursuant to authority vested in him 
by aa act of Congress, having mad* a call 
tor one hundred aud twenty-live thousand 
men to be enlisted for the term of two 
years and to reinforce the army of the 
United States during the war with Spain, 
*bd tbe quota of New Hampshire being 
onn regiment of infantry, it becomes the 
duty of this state to speedily respond to 
tbe call of our country. 


I, George A. Eamadell, Governor of 


New Hampshire, designate for this ser- 
vice, the Third regiment, New Hampshire 
National Guard, to ^constitute one regi- 
me-lit of eight companies, aud I cemmund 
you to issue orders for recruiting each of 
said companies to the maximum strength 
of the United States army, mid to issue 
all necessary orders and to furnish all 
needed supplies for tbe armed equipment 
and a lister of tbe quota of this state.

formed he will furnish them with a 
monitor or some such coast defence ves- 
sel. 


The officers of the reserve will be ap- 


pointed frjin men of experience who 
know their business.

Liberality to Be Shown In the Applica- 


tion of Laws on Seizures. 


Washington, April 27.—The result of 


the president's proclamation 
on t 


seizure of-prizes Is likely to be the release 
of some of the ships already captured, 
though It will be for the prize courts to 
'determine In each cose whether the con- 
ditions under which the ship was cap- 
tured are such as to warrant release. 
The impression prevails that the Buena 
Ventura, the first on the list of prizes, 
•will be declared no prize. The case of 
the Panama, whose seizure was reported 
yesterday, is more complicated, owing 
to the fact that, while otherwise ex- mpt, 
the Bhlp was reported to have contained 
supplies for the Spanish army in Cuba 
which are contraband. 
However, it may 


be said that while the settlement of these 
questions will be left to the courts, the 
administration 
believes the greatest 


liberality should be shown in the appli- 
cation of the laws where a vessel is not 
contraband or- attempting to run the 
blockade. That is shown In the liberal 
terms of the proclamation iUelf by which 
the prize courts must be guided. It is 
noted also thai the administration has 
not befen deterred by any criticism in 
congrefts from again formally pledging 
Itself to the nations ot" the «oriel to re- 
frain from privateering and abide by 
the declaration of Paris of 1856. 


The war department officials have be- 


gun to devise the best means of carrying 
out the purpose* of the act \vbich in- 
crease* the regular army to more than 
60,000 men. Preparations went on with 
ceaseless energy for the organization o: 
th* volunteer army. All the 
offlc rs 


were detailed who are to be sent to the 
various states and territories to mu-ter 
the guardsmen 'into the service of 
United States. To provide officers for 
the regular army and volunteers, Sec- 
retary Alger ordered the assignment to 
duty of all the cadets at the West Point 
military academy who would 
in the 


•rdlnary course of event* have graduated 
in June.

JUDGE DAY CONFIRMED.

Mr. Dinpley, in his report on the rev- 


enue bill, after enumerating the differ- 
ent articles to be taxed and the estimate 
of revenue to be derived, says: "These 
are all taxes on objects which were as- 
sessed during or subsequent to the civi 
war, with one exception, and therefore 
open up no new and untried system of 
taxation. They are all internal iever>uo 
war taxes that can be collected by the 
existing internal revenue officials, slight 
ly increased with a small additional ex- 
pense and with the minimum disturb- 
ance of trade, although they are al 
taxes which are unwelcome and which 
it would not have been necessary to im- 
pose if war had been avoided. While 
all of the additional taxes are war tax'es 
which would be naturally repealed or 
modified when the necessities of the war 
and the payment of war expenses have 
ceased, yet it is impossible now to place 
A limit on them not only for the reason 
that no one can intelligently forecas 
the length of the war, but also for thi 
reason that war always brings a train o 
extraordinary expenditures which do 
not terminate with the close of the act- 
ual hostilities. It is evident that it wll 
be necessary in order to maintain the 
public credit, not only to raise the ad 
dltional revenue provided by the ac- 
companying bill, but also to authorize 
the secretary of the treB8\iry to borrow 
on the eredlt of the government from 
time to time, as the public necessities 
will require. We have given therefore 
authority to issue and sell not exceeding 
$500,000,000 8 percent coin bonds to 
be offered as ft popular loan. 6*l(*vlng 
as we do that such bonds will be taken 
from time to time by the masses of the 
people."
